GAME  AND  FISHING  LICENSES 
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DEER— SPECIAL  ARCHERY  SEASON 

All  legally  described  game  districts  shall  be  open  to  archery  hunting  for  deer 
from  September  22  through  October  20,  1968.  During  the  Special  Archery  Sea¬ 
son,  hunters  must  possess  an  Archery  Stamp  in  addition  to  a  game  license  for 
the  species  being  hunted. 

BEAR  REGULATIONS 

Black  Bear 

Opens  from  March  15,  1968  to  December  1,  1968  in  all  game  districts  ex¬ 
cepting  m  areas  listed  below  which  are  closed  to  all  bear  hunting. 

Cub  black  bears  or  female  black  bears  with  cubs  at  side  may  be  taken  only 
from  September  15  to  December  1,  1968  in  the  districts  open  to  black  bear 
hunting.

Valid  from  March  15  through  August  31,  1968  in  the  following  counties: 
Beaverhead,  Broadwater,  Carbon,  Cascade,  Chouteau,  Deer  Lodge,  Fergus,  Flat- 
head,  Gallatin,  Glacier,  Granite,  Jefferson,  Judith  Basin,  Lake,  Lewis  and  Clark, 
Liberty,  Lincoln,  Madison,  Meagher,  Mineral,  Missoula,  Park,  Petroleum,  Pon¬ 
dera,  Powell,  Ravalli,  Sanders,  Silver  Bow,  Stillwater,  Sweet  Grass,  Teton,  Toole 
and  Wheatland. 

Grizzly  Bear 

Seasons  will  begin  with  deer  or  elk  seasons  in  all  districts  except  in  areas 
specified  as  closed.  The  Grizzly  season  shall  close  one-half  hour  after  sunset 
December  1,  1968. 

Cub  grizzly  bears  or  female  grizzlies  with  cubs  at  side  may  not  be  taken. 

Closed  to  All  Bear  Hunting

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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

By  order  of  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  the  seasons,  limits  and 
regulations  listed  hereon  shall  govern  the  1968  deer,  elk,  and  bear  seasons.

HUNTING  HOURS 

The  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has  adopted  and  published  Sunrise- 
Sunset  Tables  for  determining  hunting  hours,  (revised,  1965).  These  tables  are  based 
on  Mountain  Standard  Time.  During  periods  that  Daylight  Saving  Time  is  in  effect, 
one  (1)  hour  should  be  added  to  time  indicated  in  the  tables  in  order  to  determine 
proper  hunting  hours. 

...  .  ^Pen  season  for  hunting  shall  be  one-half  (%)  hour  before  sunrise  until  one-half 
(/2)  hour  after  sunset  on  each  day  as  indicated  by  dates  for  each  game  district  and 
Sunrise-Sunset  Tables. 

GAME  HUNTING  DISTRICTS 

Thf  ^tate  hfs  been  divided  into  legally  described  game  hunting  districts  desig- 
nated  by  a  number,  wherein  the  limits,  season  dates,  species  and  sex  of  game  animals 
which  may  be  taken  are  specified. 

CALIBER 

There  are  no  caliber  limitations.  It  is  prohibited  to  use  any  poisonous,  explosive 
or  deleterious  substances  on  or  in  any  arrowhead,  bullet  or  projectile. 

It  is  prohibited  to  use  a  shotgun  to  shoot  deer  except  with  loads  of  0  buck,  00 
buck  or  single  ball  loads. 

CLOSED  AREAS 

The  enfare  state  shall  be  closed  to  the  hunting  of  all  big  game  animals  except 
as  specified  under  the  numbered  district  regulations.  To  insure  a  proper  harvest  of 
game  seasons  may  be  closed  on  two  days  notice  or  if  necessary  may  be  reopened 
All  State  Game  Preserves  and  State  Parks  shall  be  closed  to  hunting  uniess 
otherwise  specified  in  State  Park  Regulations. 

GAME  TAGS 

Immediately  after  killing  a  game  animal,  you  must  properly  tag  the  animal  as 
directed  on  the  tags  or  licenses. 

Game  tags  detached  from  a  license  and  not  attached  to  the  carcass  of  a  legally 
taken  game  animal  may  be  confiscated  by  any  State  Game  Warden.

1968  Deer,  Elk  and  Bear  Hunting  Districts 

10  KOOTENAI:  Those  portions  of  Lincoln  and  Flathead  Counties  lying  within  the  fol¬ 
lowing  described  boundary:  Beginning  where  the  Lincoln  County  Line  meets  the  Idaho  Bor¬ 
der,  thence  northerly  along  said  border  to  the  Canadian  Border,  thence  easterly  along  said 
border  to  the  Kootenai  River,  thence  southerly  down  said  river  to  Cripple  Horse  Creek, 
thence  easterly  up  said  creek  to  the  Cripple  Horse  Creek  Road,  thence  easterly  on  said  road 
to  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  280,  thence  easterly  along  Forest  Service  Trails  280  and  279 
to  Davis  Mountain,  thence  southerly  along  the  divide  to  Elk  Mountain,  Tepee  Mountain, 
Sanders  Mountain,  Grubb  Mountain,  Pleasant  Valley  Mountain,  and  Herrig  Creek  Road, 
thence  southerly  along  said  road  to  the  Little  Bitterroot  Lake  Road,  thence  southerly  along 
said  road  to  U.  S.  Highway  2,  thence  westerly  along  said  highway  to  the  Lincoln  County 
Line,  thence  westerly  along  said  county  line  to  the  Idaho  Border,  the  point  of  beginning. 

11  NORTH  FORK:  Those  portions  of  Flathead  and  Lincoln  Counties  lying  within  the 
following  described  boundary1:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  North  Fork  of  the  Flathead 
River,  thence  northerly  up  the  river  to  the  Canadian  Border,  thence  westerly  along  said 
border  to  the  divide  between  Weasel  Creek  and  the  North  Fork  of  the  Flathead  River, 
thence  southerly  along  said  divide  to  the  Russky  Creek  Road,  thence  westerly  along  said 
road  to  the  Stillwater  River  Rond,  thence  southerly  along  said  road  to  U.  S.  Highway  93 
at  Stryker,  thence  southerly  along  snid  highway  to  State  Highway  40,  thence  easterly  along 
said  highway  to  the  Flathead  River,  thence  northerly  along  said  river  to  the  mouth  of  the 
North  Fork  of  the  Flathead  River,  the  point  of  beginning. 

12  CLARK  FORK:  That  portion  of  Sanders  County  lying  within  the  following  described 
boundary:  beginning  where  the  Sanders-Lincoln  County  Line  meet  the  Idaho  Border,  thence 
easterly  along  said  county  line  to  U.  S.  Highway  2,  thence  easterly  along  said  highway  to 
the  Thompson  River  Road,  thence  southerly  along  said  road  to  the  Shroder  Creek  Road  and 
U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  137,  thence  along  snid  trail  to  Trail  132,  thence  southeasterly 
along  said  trail  to  Trail  290,  thence  along  said  trail  to  the  Flathead  Indian  Reservation 
Boundary,  thence  southerly  along  said  boundary  to  the  Sanders  County  Line,  thence  westerly 
along  said  county  line  to  the  Clark  Fork-Ninemile  Divide,  thence  westerly  along  said  di¬ 
vide  to  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  242,  thence  northerly  along  said  trail  to  the  Clark  Fork 
River,  thence  westerly  up  the  Clark  Fork  River  to  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  1714,  thence 
northerly  along  said  trail  to  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  404  at  Patricks  Knob,  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  said  trail  to  the  Sanders  County  Line,  thence  westerly  along  snid  county  line 
to  the  Idaho  Border,  thence  northerly  along  snid  border  to  the  Lincoln  County  Line,  the 
point  of  beginning. 

13  SWAN:  Those  portions  of  Flathead,  Lake  and  Missoula  Counties  lying  within  the  fol¬ 
lowing  described  boundary:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  South  Fork  of  the  Flathead  River, 
thence  up  the  South  Fork  to  Frank  Creek,  thence  up  Frank  Creek  to  Forest  Service  Trail 
51,  thence  up  said  trail  to  Doris  Mountain  on  the  Swan  Divide,  thence  southerly  along 
said  divide  to  the  Clearwater-Swan  Divide  (Lolo  National  Forest  Boundary)  at  Wolverine 
Peak,  thence  westerly  along  said  divide  to  the  Swan  River  Highway,  thence  northerly  along 
said  highway  to  the  Missoula-Lake  County  Line,  thence  westerly  along  said  county  line  to 
the  Flathead  Indian  Reservation  Boundary,  thence  northerly  and  westerly  along  said  boun¬ 
dary  to  Flathead  Lake,  thence  northerly  along  the  shore  of  said  lake  to  the  Flathead  River, 
thence  up  the  Flathead  River  to  the  South  Fork  of  the  Flathead  River,  the  point  of  begin¬ 
ning. 

14  LOWER  SOUTH  AND  MIDDLE  FORKS:  That  portion  of  Flathead  County  lying 
within  the  following  described  boundary:  beginning  at  Inspiration  Point  on  the  Swan  Di¬ 
vide,  thence  northeasterly  along  ridge  to  U.  S.  Forest  Service  Trail  218,  thence  in  an  east¬ 
erly  direction  down  Gorge  Creek  to  Trail  115,  thence  northeast  along  said  trail  to  Trail 
226  (Picture  Peak  Trail),  thence  up  said  trail  to  Trail  107  near  Picture  Peak,  thence  north¬ 
erly  along  said  trail  and  ridge  to  the  south  side  of  Sarah  Peak,  thence  east  down  the  main

Missoula,  and  Powell  Comities  lying  within  the  following  described  boundary:  beginning  at 
Inspiration  Point  on  the  Swan  Divide,  thence  northeasterly  along  ridge  to  U.  S.  Forest  Serv¬ 
ice  Trail  218,  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  down  Gorge  Creek  to  Trail  115,  thence  north¬ 
east  along  said  trail  to  Trail  226  (Picture  Peak  Trail),  thence  up  snid  trnil  to  Trail  107 

near  Picture  Peak,  thence  northerly  along  said  trail  and  ridge  to  the  south  side  of  Sarah 
Peak,  thence  east  down  the  main  creek  to  the  mouth  of  Mid  Creek  and  Trail  103,  thence 
up  said  trail  to  Trail  89  on  Silver  Tip  Creek,  thence  northerly  on  said  trnil  to  the  Silver

in  a  southerly  direction  along  said  divide  to  Elk  Mountain,  Tepee  Mountain,  Sanders  Moun¬ 
tain,  Grubb  Mountain,  Pleasant  Valley  Mountain  and  Herrig  Creek  Road,  thence  southerly 
along  said  road  to  the  Little  Bitterroot  Lake  Road,  thence  southerly  along  said  road  to  U.  S. 
Highway  2,  thence  easterly  along  said  road  to  the  Flathead  River,  thence  up  said  river  to 

State  Highway  40,  thence  westerly  on  said  highway  to  U.  S.  Highway  93,  thence  north¬

120  BLACKTAIL:  Those  portions  of  Flathead  and  Lake  Counties  lying  within  the  fol¬ 
lowing  described  boundary:  Beginning  where  the  Thompson  River  Road  meets  U.  S.  High¬ 
way  2,  thence  southerly  along  the  Thompson  River  Road  to  U.  S.  Service  Trail  137  on 
Shroder  Creek,  thence  easterly  along  said  trail  to  Trail  132,  thence  southeasterly  to  Trail  290, 
thence  along  said  trail  to  the  Flathead  Indian  Reservation  Boundary,  thence  easterly  along 
said  boundary  to  Flathead  Lake,  thence  northerly  and  easterly  along  the  shore  of  said  lake  to 
the  Flathead  River,  thence  northerly  along  said  river  to  U.  S.  Highway  2,  thence  westerly 

along  said  highway  to  the  Thompson  River  Road,  the  point  of  beginning. 

EXCEPTION:  That  portion  of  District  120  in  Flathead  County  lying  in  Sections  9, 
10,  15  and  16  of  Township  28N,  Range  21W,  within  the  following  described  houndnry 
shall  be  closed  to  the  hunting  of  big  game  animals,  except  deer  may  be  hunted  with
